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This  Congregate  Housing  Directory  lists  the  state-funded,  private, 
non-profit,  and  federally-funded  Congregates  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  These  sites  offer  a  wide  range  of  living  conditions 
designed  to  integrate  the  shelter  and  service  needs  of  elders. 
Congregate  Housing  allows  elders  who  do  not  need  the  strict  and 
continuous  supervision  provided  by  institutions  to  maintain  their 
independence  in  an  environment  that  provides  needed  services  from 
community  social  services  and  health  agencies.  Consequently,  it  is 
neither  a  nursing  home  nor  a  medical  care  facility.  Each  Congregate 
has  unique  characteristics  in  response  to  the  aDmmunity  in  which  it  is 
located  and  the  residents  shelters.  However,  what  they  all  have  in 
common  is  that  residents  have  a  private  bedroom  and  either  share  living 
space  such  as  a  kitchen,  living  room,  dining  room,  and  bathing  room; 
or  they  share  a  common  activity  such  as  eating  a  meal. 

This  updated  edition  of  the  Congregate  Housing  Directory  includes  54 
state-funded  sites. 

The  Congregate  Housing  facilities  in  this  directory  are  organized  in 
alphabetical  order  by  the  cxsmmunity  in  which  they  are  located.  Also, 
an  index  in  the  back  of  the  directory  provides  access  to  each 
Congregate  Housing  development  based  upon  its  funding  source.  This 
will  allow  for  a  general  overview  of  the  monthly  charges  and 
admissions  criteria  of  the  facility.
